Albert Bonubeim and wife of Sacra- 


mento have given a deed of trust to 
the city covering the amount of $14,- 
977 77 to create a fund to, be known as 
tho Joseph Bonnheim memorial f'limi. 
It is given in honor of their deceased 
sou and wil1 receive additions from 
time to time. It is proposed to invest 
one-half of the jnoney in city real 
estate and the other half in city, county, 
State or Government bonds, the pro- 
ceeds of which will be used in assisting 
worthy boys and girls to receive an 
education whereby they may become 
self supporting. 


No discrimination shall be made on 


account of race, sex or color, national- 
ity or religion, but preference will be 
given to boys and girls between tUx> 
"nges of 13 and 19 years. 


It i* left to the discretion of the 


trustees to give assistance to those 
over 19 years of age, if it is thought 
necessary to make the recipient self- 
supporting, or in case of scholastic 
or mechanical training where the 
course cannot be completed under 
that age. 


The trustees will be expected to look 


after the progress of beneficiaries, and 
should any of them prove unworthy, 
aid will be withdrawn.

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Death of Ex-Senator Voorhies. 


WASAINGTON, April 10.—Daniel Wol- 


sey Voorhies, ex-U. S. Senator from the 
State of Indiana, died at 5 o'clock this 
morning at his home in this city. The 
Senator has been in poor health for 
several years and at least for two years 
lias taken little part in the proceed- 
ing of the Senate. 
He has been a con- 


stant sufferer from rheumatism of the 
iieart, and his friends therefore had 
come to expact that they might hear of 
uis death suddenly. 
The last reports 


of him, however, were showing some 
ig[>9 of improvement, and bis death, 
while not entirely unexpected, came 
with the suddenness of a shock. 


At the time of his retirement from 


tho Senate, ''the tall Sycamore of 
the Wabash," as he was affectionately 
called by his followers iu the Hoosier 
State, was the ranking Democrat on 
;he Finance Committee, and by virtue 
of this position was the nominal leader 
of at least his party on the floor of the 
Senate, on the tariff and on the finan- 
cial questions.. He was not very active, 
howover, owiag to bis ill health, in the 
work ot the Wilson tariff bill. Iu the 
repeal 01' the Sherman silver law the 
.loosier Senator, however, took a very 
prominent part. It was his last im- 
portant work iu the Senate. . Senator 
Voorhies was 76 years old.
